We  wish  to  say  that  the  small-sized  trees  are  strietly  first-elass  and  well- 
rooted,  and  by  many  will  be  preferred  to  the  large  sizes.  So  many  ask,  “What 
should  I  plant  in  my  locality?’’  that  we  will  here  name  a  few  of  the  popular 
and  profitable  sorts  for  general  planting. 


Apples 

Jonathan,  Delicious,  Mammoth  Black 
Twig,  Gano,  York  Imperial,  Winter 
Banana,  Stayman  Winesap,  Home 
Beauty,  Winesap,  Grimes’  Golden, 
Maiden  Blush,  Yellow  Transparent 
and  Wealthy.  This  is  our  Commercial 
List.  Others  would  add,  perhaps,  Ben 
Davis,  Arkansas  Black,  Missouri  Pip¬ 
pin,  Duchess  of  Oldenburg,  etc.  All  of 
the  above  are  good,  profitable  sorts, 
both  for  home  use  and  market. 

Peaches 

If  you  want  to  market  your  fruit, 
avoid  planting  too  many  early  sorts. 
Elberta,  Sal  way.  Carman,  Champion 
Hiley,  J.  H.  Hale,  Captain  Ede,  Crosby, 
Heath  Cling,  Gold  Dust,  Belle  Ga., 
October  Beauty  and  Crawford  are  all 
profitable  for  market.  Should  early 
sorts  be  desired,  Mayflower,  Greens¬ 
boro,  Alexander,  Sneed,  are  what  you 
should  plant.  Plant  October  Beauty 
for  best  late  yellow  cling.  If  for  home 
use,  plant  general  assortment,  includ¬ 
ing  above,  for  a  succession.  The 
peach  tree  should  have  shoots  and 
branches  shortened  every  year  or  two. 
The  land  should  be  kept  in  a  high 
state  of  cultivation. 

Pears 

The  fact  is  more  and  more  apparent 
that  Ivieffer  and  Garber  will  stay  in 
the  lead  for  profit  in  the  Mississippi 
Valley  States.  Duchess,  Bartlett, 
Winter  Nelis  and  Anjou  can  be  profit¬ 
ably  planted  further  west.  Koonce  is 
the  best  early  Pear. 

Cherries 

Early  Richmond,  Dyehouse,  Mont¬ 
morency,  Wragg  (Sour),  Governor 
Wood,  Elton  and  Magann  (Sweet),  do 
very  well  and  are  profitable.  For 

general  planting  we  do  not  recom¬ 
mend  the  English  Morello. 


Plums 

Wild  Goose  (Native),  Common  Dam¬ 
son,  Shrop  Damson,  German  Prune 

(European),  Abundance,  Wiekson  and 
Burbank  (Japanese),  are  all  good 
bearers  and  profitable.  We  consider 

the  Abundance,  Wickson  and  Burbank 
the  best  of  the  well  known  Japanese 
sorts.  Black  Beauty  is  the  best  of  all. 

Thinning  Fruit 

When  trees  are  heavily  laden  the 
fruit  should  be  thinned  when  about 
one-third  grown,  else  the  fruit  will  be 
poor  and  the  trees  injured.  The 
necessity  for  thinning  was  fully  dem¬ 
onstrated  during  the  dry  summers  of 
1918  and  1919. 

Whole  Root  Trees 

Our  Apple,  Pear,  Peach,  Plum  and 
Cherry  trees  are  grown  on  “whole 
roots.”

In  1892  the  business  was  incorporated  and  since 
that  date  has  been  under  the  management  of  R.  J.  and  J.  L.  Bagby,  ably 
assisted  by  men  in  our  employ.  These  employees  have  grown  up  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  are  honored  citizens  in  the  community.  We  state  this  fact  that  our 
customers  may  know  that  their  orders  are  handled  by  responsible  men. 

About  Agents 

We  are  not  employing  traveling  salesmen  to  solicit  orders,  but  we  shall 
be  pleased  to  have  you  get  a  club  among  your  neighbors,  and  on  club  orders 
amounting  to  $100.00  or  more,  at  single,  ten  or  hundred  rates,  we  allow  you 
10  per  cent  additional  in  stock.  We  put  up  each  order  in  a  separate  pack¬ 
age  so  that  upon  receipt  of  the  goods  you  have  only  to  hand  out  the  dif¬ 
ferent  lots  a.s  ordered.  Many  of  our  oest  customers  buy  in  large  quantities 
at  the  lowest  rates  and  distribute  in  lots  as  ordered  by  their  neighbors. 

We  also  desire  to  sell  to  nurserymen  and  dealers  who  buy  to  sell  again, 
and  special  prices  will  be  made  on  carloads  or  larger  quantities  than  indicated 
in  this  list.
